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During  the  summer  of  1966  some  forty  children  participated  in  PRO¬ 
JECT  HEAD  START.  This  program,  financed  by  the  office  of  Economic 
Opportunity  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  is  designed  to  help  pre-school  children 
who  will  enter  school  the  following  September.  The  children  enrolled  in 
the  program  took  part  in  a  variety  of  activities  and  learning  situations,  all 
aimed  at  the  total  development  of  the  child.
